A portion of the dam 
at the Dells gave way at midnight, and ap 
to the present time some 60,000,000 feet of 
logs have gone down together with a large 
number of houses, barm, etc. As soon as 
the jam, which is located about a mile 
above this city, gave way, the news was 
telephoned; the tire alarm was sounded, 
and the hundreds who were on the banks 
watching the 
waters 
soon 
conveyed 
the news to every part of the city, 
and thousands ^gathered 
to 
watch 
the logs and lumber in their mad career, or 
to lend assistance to such as needed in re­ 
moving household effects (rom threatened 
premises. A number of families barely 
escaped with their lives, being uaable to 
save a single article from their nome9. The 
river has risen over 21 feet, and i9 the 
nighest ever known, and still rising. Both 
bridges spanning the Chippewa |i t Chip 
pewa Fails ana part of ihe dam at that 
place are gone. The bridge here has just 
gone out. The river is full of logs, and it 
is estimated that at lerst Od.C30.000 feet 
have gone by since midnight. There is 
probably 150,000,000 feet in the bigedJy at 
the Delis dam, but it is expected every 
moment that they will break loose. It is 
impossible to give any accurate estimate 
of me loss, bai it will reach, at present, not 
far (rom #500.000 rn the Chippewa valley 
At I p. m. me big jim at me eddy moved 
ana the pro-pect now is that al least 230,- 
000,000 lect ut logs will go down the river.

remains 
immovable.

oue-halt ot the logs carried below the 
dam have been washed oat. Tne gas works 
are surrounded by six feet of water, and 
the draw of the Chippewa bridge is lodged 
against the structure.

around in hot weather beg and borrow all 
the trouble possible from hot spells. What­ 
ever you do, don’t flurry. It you go to 
market, to your place of business, to visit 
a neighbor, to anywhere indeed, go calm­ 
ly, quietly, with tan or sun umbrella in 
hand, or both. 
Walk leisurely, talk tem­ 
perately. fan freely and rest all you can. 
Excitement ot all kinds helps the heat to 
inflame the blood, to fill your garments 
with pcF3piration, and the more you com­ 
plain 
about it, 
the more the heat 
will oppress aud the more the sweat 
will flow. Don’t flurry. 
Work sta ll 
things as (they come lo turn within the ut 
most method, and remember that heat is to 
bu butled with by the most serene temper. 
It you have cause of complaint against a 
scry act o. a friend, postpone it for cooler 
weather. Dismiss everything from the 
mini that frets and bothers; lay them aside 
until acool day 
brings a cool head to 
guide you. With the mercury [away up 
in ninety, it is tho easiest thing in the 
world to put it up to a ecore above a hun­ 
dred by getting into a foolish [passion. 
Dou’t Hurry. Live temperately, eat mod­ 
erately, with regularity, and only of simple 
and wholesome food. Meats are Iud to 
the flame in hot weather, and they are bet­ 
ter on the ice than in the stomach, when 
the heat is too great to eat or sleep with 
comfort. Drink temperately. Every glass 
or whisky, wine or beer sends the temper­ 
ature of the system up a few degrees, and 
those who drink lee liquors to keep cool 
are sure to get hotter and hotter, physi­ 
cally and mentally, until they lose patience 
and make themselves hotter still. 
Don’t 
flurry. One ot the commonest abuses in 
hot weather is drinking. 
Many rusk to 
cold beer and*wine, and they pay dearly 
for their folly; but others drink immoder­ 
ately of ice cold water. Small particles of 
ice swallowed several times a day when 
the heat Is oppressive, will do good; but 
swilling ice cold water into the stomach ie 
abominable. It is sure to end in headache 
or ill temper or both, and if persisted in 
will work out a certain crop of dyspepsia. 
Dnokmg tumblers of ice water at meals is 
both unhealthy and vulgar, aud no well- 
regulated stomach will stand it very long.
